Athletic Club, Offi- 
clals of the club, after Spending all day 
checking up the, Vikts, S|nnounced that 
there was. no hope for those reported 
missing. Seven bodies are in the Morgue 
and twenty-five of those known to have 
been at the cl use are missing: Ht 
is possible the @eath list may go up to 
fifty, as several guests arrived late at 
the club’ from ‘out of town. These are 
not known to ¢lub officials and. the 
register was lost. 

The fire was out at. 6 o*elock to-night, } 
after burning sixteen hours, and a sys- 
tematic search for bodies was begun.

It is understood that’ the 
bank will be liquidated by the Gov- 
ernment assuming none of the Habili- 
ties of the institution, merely. taking 
over thé employes in order. to facili- 
tate the speedy issuance of. paper.

As the.men were convicted in the Fed- 
eral Court for the District of Indiana, 
officers from that district will have 
charge of, their Aransportation to the 
prison at Leavenworth. 

The conviction.of Ryan and his asso- 
ciates in the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
followed the dynamiting of the Los 
geles. Times building and other stract- 
ures throughout the country. The Gov- 
ernment sought to show that approxi- 
mately 100 different explosions had oc- 
curred as a result of the dynamite con- 
spiracy. The sensational confessions of 
the McNamiaras attracted great atten- 
tion to the casés.

Property Worth $6,000,000 Re- 
verts to Him by Grandfather's 
“Will on Death of George -W.

The death of George W. Vanderbilt 
without male heirs causes the Vander- 
bilt‘ mansion at Fifty-first. Street and 
Fifth, Avenué, the art, works collected 
by the late Wiliam -H. Vanderbilt, the 
sum of $1,000,000 outright, and the prop- 
erty from 45 to 57 ‘West Fifty-second 
Street: to deacend. to Cornelius Vander- 
bilt under the ‘will, of his grandfather, 
William H. Vanderbilt, who died in 1885. 

A succession of four othér heirs named 
in the will of William H. Vanderbilt 
stood between Cornelius Vanderbilt’ and 
those properties, so that’at the time of 
his grandfather’s death the chance that 
Cornelius Vunderbilt eventually , would 
succeed to this part of the Vanderbilt 
fortune appeared to be very: remote.

Francis Lynde: Stetson of New. York 
opposed the feature of the bill which’ 
proposed a tax on bequests to educa- 
tional and religious inStitutions not in- 
corporated under the laws of New York. 
He said he was an' alumnus of Williams 
College in Massachusetts, near the New 
York line.. The majority of students, he 

declared, were from New York State. 

A similar argument was made by Law- 
rence Sexton, one of the Governors of 
Harvard University. He said that. in 
New York City there were 4,800 mem- 
bers of the Harvard Club, and that Har- 
vard would be injured by the passage 
of the Smith bill. He said that Har- 
vard was a poor man’s university, and 
that its bequests should not be taxed by 


this State.

Aecording to Washington dispatches 
the trust bills ate to be hurried in or- 
der that Congress may adjourn for a 
rest, having recently overworked it- 
self.

Proprietor of The Buffalo Even- 
ing News Succumbs at His 
Home, Aged 63. 


CITY EDITOR AT 21 YEARS 


Ex-President of State Editorial As- 
sociation — Mentioned In 1901 
as Successor to Senator Platt. 


BUFFALO, March 9.—Edward H. But- 
ler, proprietor of The Buffalo Bvening 
News, died to-night. Mr. Butler had 
been ill for six weeks; and his death 
followed an operation for mastoiditis 
performed to-day. Two. weeks ago a 
conguitation of surgeons was held, and 
it was-decided that owing to Mr, But- 
ler’s general condition it was not safe 
to operate at that time, and that an op- 
eration should be performed only as a 
last resort, to save his 
bedside were Mr. and Mrs. B.°H. But- 
ler, Jr., and Mr. and Mrs. Roseoe Mitch- 
ell, the latter his daughter. 


Edward. H. Butler was a newspaper 
man practically all of his life, begin- 
ning as a boy in the office of The Le 
Roy (N. Y¥.) Gazette and continuing 
his’ newspaper affiliations until the day 
of his death. He was born in Le Roy 
Sept, 5, 1850, and educated in the pri- 
vate and public schools of that place. 
While still under 21 years of age he 
became the city editor of the Scranton 
(Penn:) Times. In 1873 he went -to 
Buffalo and established The. Sunday 
News, the first successful Sunday pa- 
per in that city. In 1879 he established 
The Bradford (Penn.)‘ Sunday News, 
and the next year he started The Buf- 
falo Evening News, his most successful 
paper and the one to which he devoted 
most attention. 

When in his twenty-first year Mr. 
Butler married Miss Mary E. Barber 
of Pittston, Penn., a reiative of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. By her he had a son 
and a eg eg” She died in 1882.

Bill in New York. Legislations 
Makes Provision Favored 
by Autoists.: 


Motoring organizations and dealers in 
automobiles have not favored,’ as a 
rule, changes in the highway or auto- 
mobile laws of this State'or other States, 
but a measure has been introduced in 
the Legislature at Albany this season 
which provides ‘for something. for which 
they have long been ‘contending—namie- 
ly, liglits on all vehicles, ‘This bill, in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Gillett, would 
make it mandatory for all vehicles, with 
the exception ‘of ‘those moved -by hand 
streets, those operating 
where street lights were less than 500 
feet apart, and (certain classes of vehi- 
cles, such. as wagons carrying hay and 
straw, to show lights. At present ‘mo- 
tor vehicles are the only ones which 


‘are forced by law to carry lights in the 


country, and it has been pointed out ‘by 
motorists that not only was this dis- 
criminatory, “but: that it also was .dan- 
gerous, having resulted ma number 
of collisions.

ELIOT’S ROADS TO PEACE. 


They Are Seven, and Strong Army 
and. Navy Are in the Van. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 9.“ Strong 
armies. and navies are the greatest 
forces for discouraging hostile out- 
breaks,’’ said. Charles W. Eliot, Presi- 
dent Emeritus of Harvard, in an ad- 
dress before. an undergraduate. organ- 
ization to-night on “‘ Some Roads To- 
ward Peace.’’ Among great factors for 
peace he placed preventive medicine and 
constitutional Government. 

Broadly speaking,’’ he _ continued, 
‘there are seven roads to peace. They 
are the establishment in every civilized 
country of commissions . competent to

An Old Story from China. 
Wall Street has learned through bit- 
ter experience that most, Pittsburgh 
stories must be discounted to a large ex- 
tent, Chicago stories still more, and all 
reports from Omaha and points beyond 
almost ignored.
